TO LEARN ABOUT THE ROOTS OF THE CHURCH OF THE CREATOR, ONE HAS 
to travel to western North Carolina, to the tiny rural town of Otto* just thy of 
the Georgia border* It** a pretty place, dotted with wildflowen and surround¬ 
ed by rollingruth. The community, too small to be Incor- 
porated a* a dly* consist* of a couple of gas stations, a few 
craft shops, a bome^tyte restaurant, post office* flea map- 
Itet and country music hall. 

For more than a decade. It was also the home of Bco 
Klassen, founder and driving force behind the Church of 
the Creator Klasscn* who first registered the COTC in 
HftS In Lighthouse Point, FU * moved to Otto perma¬ 
nently in 1982 There* on his 22-acre property* he built m 
house of worship, an oddly shaped tnree-story church, 
complete wnh the COTC* white-power insignia. He also 
built a small warehouse, for itockpJmg the group 1 * exten¬ 
sive array of publications, and a ImlcHiKd school for gifted 
(white) boys.

His family, described in hi* books a* “early victims of Jewish Communism," 
t/ved briefly in Mexico and then moved to Canada, where he earned a degree 
In electrical engineering and a bachelor of am In 1945* Klauen settled in 
the United States and became a citizen three yean bter He had a varied 
careen He was a farmer* a schoolteacher, a nickel miner, an engineer* a real¬ 
tor and a Republican state assemblyman in Florida for a short time Klasscn 
was alto the inventor of one of the firet electric can openers and, in later bfe,
